The Danish freighter Pennsylvania and the 
‘Argentine tanker Petromar collided in 
heavy fog in the Parana River this. 


The Pennsylvania's First 
Officer drowned and 26 of the 
crew are reported missing. 

Argentine Maritimy Prefec- 
ture authorities sald — Jens 
Christian Lorenson, the Danish 
vessel's First Officer, apparently 
was thrown overboard Ly the 
force of the collision and the 
realling . oxplosion en the 
Petromar,

The Pennsylvania, with serious 
damage to its bow, ran aground 
but Is not believed in danger of 
anicing.

The Petromar half sealed {In 
water, however, and was — still 
blazing 12 hours after the coi 
liston.

The 5,400-ton “Pennsylvania 
had a crew of 40. The Petromar, 
formerly the Esso Belgium, 
17,800 4ons, had a 47-man crew. 

It was not Immediately known 
haw many were’ missing from 
each of the ships. 

There were fears the Petromar 
would be a total loss as it was 
settling more in the rivet cvery 
hour and only Its superztructure 
was untouched by the fire. 

Rescue teans from all nearby 
ports took part in the search for 
the missing. . 

The collision occurred at 5.05 
an at a point about 300 miles 
upstream from Buenos Alres 
near the island of Vizcaino.

The -Pennsylvania, under the 
commari of Captafm Wilhelm 
Larsen, sailed yesterday from 
Rosario, Argentina, en route to 
Parana .Guara, Brazil. The 
Petromar, under Captain 
Santiago Farrell, salled from 
Comodoro Rivadavia -on 
February 13 and presumably 
had ‘a cargo of petrol. 

‘There was confusion as to 
the exact number of those 
missing. Authorities said there 
may have been passengers on 
board whose names were not 
entered in official lists. —UPI.

A now wave of political

Mr Rajeshwar Dayal of India, 
on-the-spot head of the UN's 
Congo operation, said that 
several “political personalltics” 
were recently arrested by 
Leopoldville authorities and sent 
‘to Bakwanga, capital of the 
South Kasai “mining state.” 

“There have been persistent 
rumours of the physleal Mquida- 
tion of the deported persons un 
their arrival in Bakwanga,” 31r 
Dayal reported, 

He said ihere js an “atmo- 
sphere of fear and apprehen- 
sion” in Leopoldville that “may 
give more scrious consequences.” 

Mr Dayal said both Lzopold- 
ville and Bakwanga authorities 
have ignored UN requesis for 
the names of thor2- sclzed, the 
reason they were deported, and 
thelr fate.
